Accordingly,  the  town  is  asked  to  appropriate  for 
elementary  school  support  an  amount  equal  to  the  differ- 
ence between  $6,815.00  and  $2,700.65,  or  $4,114.35. 
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Hitchcock  Free  Academy. 

As  was  stated  in  last  year’s  school  report,  Hitchcock 
Free  Academy  is  maintained  as  a town  high  school  with 
money  coming  from  three  sources: 

The  income  from  the  Instruction  Fund  in  the  hands 
of  the  Trustees. 

The  annual  grant  of  $500.00  from  the  State. 

Tuitions  received  from  other  towns  and  reimbursed 
to  them  by  the  State. 

As  the  financial  statement  on  a preceding  page 
shows,  the  income  during.  1916  has  been  sufficient  to  de- 
fray the  expenses  of  the  Academy,  and  there  is  a balance 
on  hand  of  $517.31.  We  are  confident  that  the  income 
of  the  school  will  be  sufficient  for  its  needs  during  1917. 


Vocational  Agricultural  Department. 

Your  committee  recommends  an  appropriation  of 
$700.00  plus  the  State  grant  towards  the  support  of  the 
school  and  the  amounts  received  as  tuition  for  pupils 
attending  the  school  from  other  towns.

Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Brimfield: 

Herewith  is  submitted  for  your  consideration  my 
fifteenth  annual  report  as  superintendent  of  schools. 

REPAIRS  OF  SCHOOL  BUILDINGS. 

The  West  Brimfield  school  has  been  equipped  with 
new  seats  and  desks.  At  the  Center  schoolhouse  a large 
supply  cupboard  has  been  built  in  the  main  corridor,  and 
smaller  textbook  cupboards  in  each  schoolroom.  These 
fill  a long  felt  want. 

Important  repairs  made  at  the  Academy  are  not 
properly  recorded  among  the  activities  of  the  school  com- 
mittee, as  that  building  is  cared  for  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Academy. 

SCHOOL  GROUNDS. 

During  the  past  two  years  considerable  work  has 
been  done  on  the  yards  of  the  three  public  school  build- 
ings in  use  in  town.  At  East  Brimfield  a tar  walk  has 
been  put  in,  extending  from  the  street  to  the  schoolhouse 
door,  and  a row  of  seven  maples  set  out  along  the  street 
front.  At  West  Brimfield  maples  have  been  planted 
along  the  two  sides  of  the  yard  facing  the  highway.  At 
the  Center  school  considerable  energy  was  expended  two 
years  ago  in  carting  away  gravel,  bringing  in  loam  and 
fertilizer,  and  setting  out  rows  and  beds  of  shrubbery. 
This  was  done  by  the  citizens  under  the  direction  of  the 
Extension  Department  of  the  State  Agricultural  Col- 
lege, and  bid  fair  greatly  to  improve  the  appearance  of 
the  grounds.

Except  for  the  walk  at  East  Brimfield  all  the  im- 
provements mentioned  above  have  been  made  without 
cost  to  the  town.  It  seems  to  me  that  this  year  the 
town  may  reasonably  be  asked  for  a small  appropria- 
tion to  be  used  on  the  yards. 

At  the  Center  school  if  the  shrubbery  beds  at  the 
front  and  sides  of  the  building  are  to  develop  so  as  to 
be  attractive,  they  must  be  protected  so  that  they  will 
not  be  run  over,  especially  during  the  winter  when  the 
borders  of  the  beds  are  not  well  defined.  I recommend 
that  a substantial  pipe  fence  be  put  around  them.  At 
the  time  the  shrubbery  was  set  out  an  offer  was  made 
of  the  gift  of  a quantity  of  loam  to  be  used  on  the  front 
yard  at  the  school  if  it  should  be  reseeded.  If  the  offer 
still  holds  good,  and  by  making  use  of  it  the  yard  can  be 
grassed  over,  the  appearance  of  the  yard  will  be  still 
further  greatly  improved. 

At  East  Brimfield  the  grading  done  for  the  walk 
left  a depression  on  each  side  which  should  be  filled  in. 
A new  culvert  is  needed  where  the  driveway  passes  from 
the  highway  into  the  school  yard,  and  measures  should 
be  taken  to  drain  the  water  off  the  northwest  corner  of 
the  yard. 

At  West  Brimfield  the  south  side  of  the  yard  is  cov- 
ered with  stones  taken  from  the  highway.  These  should 
be  removed. 

I can  think  of  no  way  in  which  a small  expenditure 
of  money  will  add  more  to  the  attractiveness  of  the  town, 
than  that  suggested  above.  The  schoolhouses  are  con- 
spicuous objects.  The  one  at  West  Brimfield  is  passed 
by  thousands  daily  on  the  Boston  and  Albany  trains ; the 
one  at  the  Center  cannot  fail  to  be  noticed  by  anyone 
passing  through  the  village;  the  one  at  East  Brimfield 
is  also  on  the  main  traveled  road.  They  should  all  be 
given  attractive  settings.

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SCHOOL  LUNCHES. 

During  the  past  term  the  school  committee  received 
a communication  from  the  Horne  Making  Committee  of 
the  Brimfield  Council,  petitioning  that  hot  lunches,  or 
at  least  a hot  drink  be  furnished  the  children  attending 
the  Center  school  who  do  not  go  home  during  the  noon 
recess. 

Undoubtedly  a hot  lunch,  especially  during  the  win- 
ter months,  would  be  benificial  to  the  children;  still  cer- 
tain practical  difficulties  would  be  encountered  in  under- 
taking to  provide  for  them. 

There  are  over  fifty  children  at  the  schoolhouse 
during  the  noon  hour.  It  goes  without  saying  that  the 
teachers  of  the  building  need  the  time  for  their  own 
dinners,  and  cannot  be  expected  to  undertake  the  task 
of  supervising  the  serving  of  hot  lunches.  Some  one 
must  be  secured  from  the  outside. 

The  expense  of  the  service  cannot  be  met  out  of  the 
school  budget.  Statute  law  provides  that  “The  select- 
men of  the  town  may  provide  meals  or  lunches  free,  or 
at  such  price,  not  exceeding  the  cost,  as  they  may  fix, 
for  children  attending  its  public  schools,  and  towns  may 
appropriate  money  for  this  purpose.’'  I think  no  one 
would  challenge  a slight  expenditure  for  equipment. 
Possibly  hot  lunches  which  were  incidental  to  a course 
in  cooking  given  pupils  of  the  school  would  be  legitimate. 
But  regular  provision  of  hot  lunches  for  fifty  children 
could  hardly  be  incidental  to  a course  in  cooking  taken 
by  a dozen  girls.  Lacking  a specific  appropriation  for 
the  purpose,  I fail  to  see  how  the  school  department  can 
meet  the  expense  incurred  in  furnishing  the  lunches. 

It  seems  to  me  also  impractical  to  provide  for  the 
hot  lunches  by  voluntary  contributions  of  supplies  from 
the  parents  of  the  children.  The  daily  task  of  getting 
in  the  supply  of  milk  for  cocoa,  or  the  material  for  a 
soup,  etc.,  the  uncertainty  as  to  the  quantity  that  would 
be  brought,  the  varying  ability  of  the  parents  to ’con- 
tribute, would  result  in  much  work  and  confusion. 
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It  is  doubtful  also  if  many  parents  would  be  willing 
to  pay  for  the  lunches,  either  day  by  day,  or  with  a cash 
deposit  at  the  beginning  of  the  term  sufficient  to  cover 
the  cost  for  the  term. 

The  petition  from  the  Brimfield  Council  was  accom- 
panied by  a promise  of  aid  in  providing  the  lunches.  Ac- 
cordingly, it  seemed  best  to  the  committee  to  offer  to  the 
Council  the  use  of  the  basement  of  the  Center  school, 
and  to  cooperate  to  the  extent  of  furnishing  some  other 
facilities,  but  not  to  assume  the  cost  or  the  responsibility 
of  serving  the  lunches  until  the  feasibility  of  the  plan 
has  been  proved  by  actual  trial. 

If  the  trial  works  out  wTell,  and  it  is  shown  that  there 
is  sufficient  demand  to  warrant  the  committee  in  so  do- 
ing, then  an  appropriation  should  be  asked  for  from  the 
town  to  meet  the  expense  of  providing  material  and  se- 
curing help  to  serve  the  lunches. 

If  lunches  are  to  be  served  at  the  expense  of 
the  town,  the  schools  at  East  Brimfield  and  West  Brim- 
held  should  share  in  proportion  with -the  Center  school, 
and  plans  should  be  made  to  give  to  the  children  of  those 
schools  also  the  benefits  coming  therefrom. 

I assume  that,  if  an  appropriation  should  be  made 
by  the  town  for  this  purpose,  the  board  of  selectmen 
would  delegate  the  school  committee  to  have  charge  of 
its  expenditure. 

HITCHCOCK  FREE  ACADEMY. 

During  the  fall  term  a catalog  of  Hitchcock  Free 
Academy  was  issued  under  the  joint  auspices  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Academy,  its  alumni  association,  and  the 
school  committee.  As  this  contained  a statement  of  the 
course  of  study  and  quite  a full  account  of  the  school 
activities,  there  js  less  occasion  for  any  extended  refer- 
ence to  the  Academy  here. 

The  resignation  of  Principal  Kenney,  who  had  long 
been  identified  with  the  school,  and  had  conducted  it  so 
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ably  and  successfully,  was  a matter  of  general  regret. 
The  school  has  been  fortunate  in  securing  to  succeed 
him  one  who  is  so  well  prepared  both  by  training  and 
experience  to  carry  on  the  distinctive  lines  of  work 
Mr.  Kenney  had  established.  Mr.  Edmands  has  taken 
up  the  work  without  causing  any  appreciable  break  in 
its  continuity. 

THE  VOCATIONAL  SCHOOL. 

The  enrolment  in  the  Vocational  Agricultural  De- 
partment is  small,  only  six  at  present.  In  view  of  that 
fact  the  question  arises  as  to  the  desirability  of  contin- 
uing it.  I believe  that  the  school  is  worth  all  and  more 
than  it  is  costing  the  town.  The  net  cost  for  the  year 
as  shown  in  the  financial  statement,  has  been  $627.74. 
This  is  considerably  less  than  $100.00  per  pupil,  in  the 
average  membership  of  the  school  during  1916.  That 
is,  the  cost  per  pupil  to  the  town  is  not  excessive. 

There  is  promise  of  a larger  enrolment  another  year 
if  the  school  is  continued.  It  seems  to  me  that  a reason- 
able policy  for  the  town  will  be  to  allow  the  State  to 
determine  the  question  of  the  school’s  continuance  or 
discontinuance.  As  long  as  the  State  thinks  it  wise  to 
contribute  so  heavily  as  it  does  towards  the  support  of 
the  school,  I believe  that  the  towrn  should  stand  by. 

A report  by  the  instructor  on  the  work  of  the  school 
follows : 

REPORT  OF  THE  AGRICULTURAL  INSTRUCTOR. 

Following  are  the  membership  and  attendance  sta- 
tistics for  the  year  Aug.  31,  1915, — Aug.  31,  1916.

This  enrollment  at  first  sight  looks  small,  but  as 
four  (4)  students  intend  to  enter  in  March  the  enroll- 
ment will  be  increased  to  a favorable  amount. 

During  August  a change  was  made  in  instructors. 
Mr.  John  G.  Glavin  was  appointed  as  successor  to  Mr. 
Leslie  E.  Abbott.  The  project  work  for  the  year  was 
therefore  brought  to  a close  under  Mr.  Glavin’s  super- 
vision. 

The  projects  for  the  year  were  two  (2)  in  poultry, 
six  (6)  in  home  garden,  four  (4)  in  fruit,  one  (1)  in  po- 
tatoes, one  (1)  in  dairying,  one  (1)  in  stock  raising. 
Cost  accounting  was  practiced  on  all  of  the  above  pro- 
jects. The  returns  from  all  work  made  a grand  total 
of  $2,544.72. 

One  of  the  projects  returned  as  much  as  $608.24, 
while  others  returned  amounts  as  high  as  $427.98. 

Prizes  amounting  to  $49.75  were  won  in  the  fall. 
One  boy  won  as  much  as  $30.50  in  stock  and  vegetable 
judging. 

The  students  attended  the  Oxford  Fair,  New  England 
Fair,  Sturbridge  Fair,  Palmer  Fair,  and  also  the  Nation- 
al Dairy  Show.  As  some  of  the  fairs  were  quite  a dis- 
tance from  the  school  all  of  the  students  did  not  have 
a chance  to  attend  them,  but  the  close  proximity  to  the 
National  Dairy  Show  gave  every  student  a chance  to 
see  the  best  representatives  of  the  different  breeds  of 
livestock  in  the  country. 

The  students  took  part  in  the  judging  contests  at 
the  different  fairs  and  carried  off  many  prizes  in  both 
stock  and  vegetable  judging. 

A demonstration  team  was  organized  to  demonstrate 
the  Babcock  test  for  butter-feet,  and  a two  day  demon- 
stration was  given  at  the  National  Dairy  Show  and  their 
- team’s  excellent  work  won  praise  from  the  Washington 
authorities.  • 

Demonstrations  were  carried  on  among  wThich  was 
one,  to  explain  the  new  Apple  Grading  Law.  This  dem- 
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onstration  gave  the  farmers  a chance  to  understand  just 
what  was  wanted  in  the  different  apple  packs,  and  also 
to  receive  the  correct  interpretations  of  the  law. 

The  Agricultural  Instructor  has  charge  of  the  boys 
and  Girls  Club  Work  in  Brimfield  and  he  also  acts  as 
local  agent  for  the  Hampden  County  League. 

A very  pleasing  exhibit  was  obtained  from  the  boys 
and  girls  in  club  work,  and  was  so  neatly  arranged  at  the 
Grange  Fair,  that  one  would  hardly  think  that  it  was 
wholly  the  work  of  boys  and  girls. 

Meetings  and  demonstrations  in  Dairying,  Farm 
Management,  Orcharding  and  in  other  phases  of  Agri- 
culture have  been  outlined  for  the  coming  year  in  co- 
operation with  the  Hampden  County  League  and  the  ex- 
tension service  of  the  State  College  at  Amherst. 

On  account  of  the  large  area  under  the  supervision 
of  the  County  Agents,  it  is  impossible  for  them  to  get 
in  touch  with  the  individual  farmers,  and  so  it  is  through 
the  Agricultural  Instructor,  acting  as  the  local  agent  for 
the  county  representative,  that  the  individual  farmer  is 
benefited. 

The  Agricultural  Instructor  in  his  spare  time  is  al- 
ways willing  to  help  the  farmers  of  his  community  in 
any  way  that  he  may,  and  the  school  is  always  open  to 
the  farming  community,  to  give  them  help.

THE  SUPERVISORS  OF  MUSIC  AND  DRAWING. 

It  is  only  in  recent  years  that  the  schools  of  Brim- 
field  have  had  the  benefit  of  expert  supervision  in  draw- 
ing and  music.  Under  the  guidance  of  Miss  Ash  and 
Miss  Conner,  both  of  them  enthusiast!,  the  pupils  have 
made  rapid  progress  in  these  branches.  Reports  on 
their  work  follow: 


REPORT  OF  THE  MUSIC  SUPERVISOR. 

To  Mr.  Wheeler,  Superintendent: 

I am  pleased  to  report  steady  progress  in  Music  in  the 
Brimfield  schools.  The  Primary  room  in  the  center, 
because  of  its  smallness,  has  not  much  volume,  but  the 
pupils  are  working  well  and  gaining  in  pitch : this  is  still 
the  greatest  difficulty  to  overcome  in  the  center  schools. 

The  Intermediate  room  is  making  a strenuous  effort 
to  bring  up  the  marks  there,  and  the  result  has  been 
very  satisfactory,  due  to  the  efforts  of  both  teacher  and 
scholars,  it  is  a pleasure  to  work  with  them. 

The  Grammar  room  has  enjoyed  the  new  Readers 
put  in  this  year  and  are  showing  maked  improvement 
in  their  singing. 

In  the  East  Brimfield  schools,  the  same  gain  is  ap- 
parent. The  Primary  room  with  its  increase  in  numbers, 
is  showing  more  enthusiasm,  and  the  Grammar  room, 
though  with  so  few  is  doing  first  class  work. 

I would  thank  the  teachers  for  their  hearty  support 
and  interest  in  the  music.

REPORT  OF' THE  DRAWING  SUPERVISOR. 

The  thought  in  planning  the  work  in  Drawing 
throughout  the  year  has  been  that  the  ability  to  draw 
is  but  a means  to  an  end.  The  end  in  view  is  four  fold. 

1.  Mental  training  is  sought  after  as  in  other  sub- 
jects. Drawing  helps  to  express  ideas  clearly,  to  judge 
distances,  to  discriminate  between  sizes  and  lines.  Ex- 
ercises in  perspective  drawing,  landscape  composition, 
illustration  as  picture  stories,  as  well  as  the  constructive 
projects  necessitating  measurements  and  mechanical  ex- 
actness, have  been  given  for  this  purpose. 

2.  Manual  training,  developing  muscular  control  and 
skill  in  handling  tools,  has  been  the  aim  in  clay  modeling, 
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cardboard  construction  of  furniture  and  boxes,  and  in 
the  making  of  raffia  and  reed  mats  and  baskets. 

3.  Aesthetic  training  is  a third  aim.  Design  of  con- 
structed articles,  bookcase-covers,  bed-room  and  living- 
room  furnishings  envolving  surface  and  border  patterns, 
has  been  carried  on  by  the  children  with  interest.  Les- 
sons in  Nature  Drawing  and  color  have  been  given  for 
the  purpose  of  direct  observation  and  appreciation  of 
beauty. 

4.  The  disciplinary  end  is  always  in  mind  in  that  neat- 
ness and  accuracy  in  execution,  patience,  and  obedience 
to  directions  are  required. 

The  plan  for  the  future  is  for  some  picture  study, 
in  order  to  acquaint  pupils  with  some  of  the  great  paint- 
ings. Closer  correlation  with  other  subjects  will  be  at- 
tempted. Sand  Tables  would  aid  greatly  in  this,  in  the 
depiction  of  some  historical  scene,  as  life  of  other  peoples, 
or  story  in  reading  lesson,  for  instance. 

At  Hitchcock  Academy,  special  attention  has  been 
given  commercial  drawing,  as ; posters,  book-covers  and 
calendars,  envolving  good  composition,  design,  lettering 
and  harmonious  color  schemes.  The  class  in  mechanical 
drawing  is  studying  geometrical  constructions  with  at- 
tention to  use  of  instruments  and  good  lettering. 

The  supervisor  wishes  to  express  her  appreciation  of 
the  support  given  her  by  the  Superintendent,  School 
Committee,  and  grade  teachers. 

THE  STATISTICAL  TABLES. 

Statistical  tables  are  appended  hereto.  Owing  to 
a change  in  the  school  census  law,  the  children  enumer- 
ated are  reported  as  of  the  age  they  will  be  on  April  1, 
1917.  Formerly  they  were  classified  according  to  their 
ages  on  September  1.

LIBRARIAN’S  REPORT. 

The  principal  improvement  has  been  the  installation 
of  a new  heater.  This  provision  for  health  and  comfort 
has  been  greatly  needed  during  the  many  days  of  work- 
ing for  the  upkeep  of  the  library  as  well  as  on  the  days 
of  opening  to  the  public. 

MEETINGS. 

The  most  important  gatherings  have  been  the  month- 
ly meetings  of  the  Home-Making  Group  of  the  Brim- 
field  Council  whose  subjects  have  been  especially  ap- 
propriate for  discussion  before  the  village  hearthstone. 
These  subjects  have  included  “Children’s  Reading,”  “The 
Physical  Development  of  Children,”  “Woman’s  Work 
Outside  the  Home,”  “The  Use  of  Money  by  Children”  and 
“School  Lunches,”  discussed  by  local  women,  while  at 
several  meetings  there  were  speakers  from  outside.  Mrs. 
Herbert  A Youtz  of  Auburn,  N.  Y.,  gave  a talk  on  “The 
Prison  Reforms  of  John  Mott  Osborne;”  Mrs.  Effie  Dan- 
forth  McAfee  of  White  Plains,  N.  Y.,  described  some 
pioneer  women  in  social  service  under  the  title,  “Some 
Great  Souls  I Have  Known Mrs.  Elizabeth  Eddy  Norris 
of  South  Warren  spoke  on  “Home-Making  at  Home  and 
Abroad,”  and  Mrs.  Charles  Parker  of  Sturbridge  explain- 
ed “The  Value  of  Hot  Lunches”  from  her  experience  as 
a teacher.  Mrs.  Hamburger  of  Springfield  gave  read- 
ings of  selections  pertaining  to  child  life. 

A group  of  women  took  up  the  study  of  civil  govern- 
ment in  the  library. 

These  various  meetings  were  valuable  for  stimulat- 
ing the  use  of  books  on  the  subjects  considered  as  well 
as  for  the  discussions. 

GIFTS. 

Valuable  books  have  been  given  and  memorial  gifts 
have  been  presented  by  former  residents  and  descend- 
ants of  Brimfield  families.  Mrs.  Mary  Hitchcock  Board- 
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man  of  Waterbury,  Conn.,  has  given  a set  of  books,  “The 
Animate  Creation/’  in  six  volumes.  George  A.  Bacon 
of  Springfield  has  given  “The  Photographic  History  of 
the  Civil  War”  in  10  volumes.  With  money  presented  to 
the  librarian  by  Miss  Mary  Searle  for  books  in  memory 
of  her  mother,  Mrs.  Abigail  (Brown)  Searle,  a native  of 
Brimfield,  “The  University  Musical  Encyclopedia”  in  12 
volumes  has  been  purchased.  Mrs.  Rhoda  (Tyler)  Cap- 
en  of  Warren  and  Miss  Harriet  Tyler  and  Miss  Mary 
Tyler  of  Washington,  D.  C.,  have  given  a silver  luster 
sugar  bowl,  a Loestoft  plate  and  a set  of  teaspoons  which 
belonged  to  their  grandmother,  Mrs.  Rhoda  (Brown) 
Coye  of  Brimfield. 

Through  the  agency  of  the  Free  Public  Library 
Commission  we  have  received  from  the  state  addi- 
tions of  books  at  different  times,  the  largest  collection 
being  for  younger  readers. 

Books  have  been  given  by  Mrs.  J.  G.  Emmons,  Char- 
les E.  Lombard,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ivan  Morris,  Miss  Frances 
R.  Morse,  Harry  M.  Peters,  Charles  W.  Stough- 
ton, and  Rev.  Herbert  A.  Youtz^also  by  Butler  Brothers, 
International  Bureau  of  American  Republics,  Massachu- 
setts National  Canning  Association,  United  States. 

Pamphlets  have  been  received  from  various  sources. 

Subscriptions  for  periodicals  have  been  received  as 
follows:  From  Miss  Laura  Boorman  “The  Craftsman;” 
Brimfield  Equal  Suffrage  League,  “The  Woman’s  Jour- 
nal;” Miss  Florence  Harding  “American  Forestry”  and 
“National  Geographical  Magazine;”  Mrs.  F.  Lincoln 
Pierce,  “The  Ladies’  Home  Journal;”  from  the  publish- 
ers, “Our  Dumb  Animals.” 

Monthly  bulletins  of  new  books  have  been  received 
from  Springfield  Library  Association,  Chicopee  Public 
Library,  Westfield  Atheneum  and  Worcester  Public  Li- 
brary. Lists  of  recommended  books  sent  twice  a year 
by  the  Woman’s  Educational  Association  have  been  of 
great  assistance  in  the  selection  of  books  as  heretofore. 
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STATISTICS. 

There  have  been  added  to  the  circulating  department 
aside  from  the  bound  volumes  of  magazines  224  volumes, 
of  which  121  have  been  presented.  Eleven  periodicals 
have  been  subscribed  for,  and  six  presented. 

The  number  of  readers  gutside  the  library  is  approx- 
imately 450  which  includes  116  visitors  in  town  and 
teachers  and  pupils  whose  homes  are  elsewhere. 

The  number  of  books  used, is  approximately  6,725 
and  of  magazines  950.  The  figures  probably  fall  below 
those  which  would  represent  the  actual  use  of  the  li- 
brary, as  exact  reports  of  the  circulation  of  books  ex- 
changed among  families  living  at  a distance,  and  among 
school  pupils  by  the  teachers  cannot  be  given. 

In  accordance  with  recommendations  of  the  Free 
Public  Library  Commission  the  loan  of  a collection  of 
books  was  made  to  the  teacher  of  the  school  in  Holland 
for  the  use  of  her  pupils,  to  supplement  the  children’s 
books  in  the  Holland  library. 

AID  OF  MASSACHUSETTS  FREE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 
COMMISSION. 

In  common  with  the  libraries  of  other  small  towns 
we  have  continued  reason  to  be  grateful  to  the  Free 
Public  Library  Commission  and  its  staff,  not  only  for 
additions  of  carefully  selected  books,  but  also  for  other 
kinds  of  assistance. 

Last  summer  the  librarian  was  among  those  who 
were  invited  to  attend  without  expense  a conference  at 
Simmons  College,  conducted  by  the  Commission  for  the 
benefit  of  the  libraries  of  the  smaller  towns. 

A visit  to  our  library  from  the  general  secretary  and 
library  advisor  of  the  staff  resulted  in  the  offer  of  needed 
assistance  in  the  installation  of  a new  charging  system 
which  the  librarian  had  been  planning  to  undertake  for 
sometime. 

Advise  and  information  has  been  generously  given 
from  time  to  time. 
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OUTLYING  DISTRICTS. 

There  is  still  need  of  organized  delivery  of  books  in 
East  Brimfield  and  West  Brimfield,  especially  in  the  for- 
mer section.  In  past  years  individuals  have  given  out 
books  from  their  homes,  and  Mrs.  William  Davenport 
has  continued  to  distribute  books  in  her  immediate  neigh- 
borhood in  East  Brimfield.  Plans  to  extend  the  privi- 
leges of  the  library  more  generally  to  those  living  at  a 
distance  will  receive  the  librarian  s hearty  cooperation.

Town  Warrant 


Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Hampden  s.  s. 

To  either  of  the  Constables  of  the  town  of 

Brimfield.  Greeting : 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
you  are  hereby  directed  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabi- 
tants of  Brimfield  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs  to 
meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Brimfield  on  Monday,  the 
5th  day  of  February,  1917,  at  10  o’clock  in  the  forenoon 
to  act  on  the  following  articles,  viz: 

Article  1.  To  choose  a Moderator  to  preside  over 
said  meeting. 

Art.  2.  To  give  in  their  votes  on  one  ballot  to  the 
election  of  officers  for  the  following  Town  Officers:  Town 
Clerk,  three  Selectmen,  Town  Treasurer,  two  Auditors, 
five  Constables,  Tree  Warden,  Tax  Collector,  all  for  terms 
of  one  year  each.  One  School  Committee,  one  Assessor, 
one  Overseer  of  the  Poor,  two  Library  Trustees,  one  Cem- 
etery Commissioners,  all  for  the  term  of  three  years. 
One  School  Committee  for  one  year  to  fill  vacancy,.  One 
Cemetery  Commissioner  for  two  years  to  fill  vacancy. 

Also  to  bring  in  their  vote,  “Yes  or  No,”  upon  the 
question,  “Shall  license  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  intox- 
icating liquors  in  this  town  ?” 

The  polls  will  be  open  at  half  past  ten  o’clock  in  the 
forenoon  and  may  be  closed  at  half  past  two  o’clock  in 
the  afternoon. 

Art.  3.  To  hear  the  reports  of  officers,  agents  and 
committees  heretofore  chosen  by  the  town,  and  act  there- 
on. 


Art.  4.  To  raise-money  for  the  support  of  Schools, 
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Highways,  Bridges,  payment  of  town  debts,  and  defray 
the  expenses  for  the  ensuing  year  and  direct  how  the 
same  shall  be  expended. 

Art.  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow 
money  in  anticipation  of  revenue  of  the  current  financial 
year. 

Art.  6.  To  determine  the  manner  and  state  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  collecting  the  taxes  for  the  en- 
suing year,  and  fix  the  compensation  of  the  Collector  of 
Taxes.  * 

Art.  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Col- 
lector to  use  the  means  for  collecting  taxes  which  the 
Town  Treasurer  may  use  when  appointed  collector ; Chap. 
490,  Part  2,  Section  80,  Acts  1909. 

Art.  8.  To  see  what  disposition  the  Town  will 
make  of  its  dog  fund. 

Art.  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  cause  to  be  printed 
the  reports  of  its  officers  or  agents,  or  any  part  of  same. 

Art.  10.  To  see  what  sum  of  money,  if  any,  the 
Town  will  raise  or  appropriate  for  Memorial  Day. 

Art.  11.  To  see  what  sum  of  money,  if  any,  the 
Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  suppression  of 
the  Gypsy  and  Brown-tail  Moths  and  Elm-tree  Beetle. 

Art.  12.  To  see  what  sum  of  money,  if  any,  the 
Town  will  raise  or  appropriate  for  the  use  of  Tree  Warden. 

Art.  13.  To  see  what  sum  of  money,  if  any,  the 
Town  will  raise  or  appropriate  for  the  use  of  the  Ceme- 
tery Commissioners. 

Art.  14.  To  see  what  sum  of  money,  if  any,  the 
Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  repairs  of  high- 
ways, under  the  State  Highway  Small  Town  Act  of  1908, 
with  amendments  thereof. 

Art.  15.  To  see  what  sum  of  money,  if  any,  the 
Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  to  pay  the  proper  charges 
of  insurance  companies  for  acting  as  surety  on  official 
bonds  of  town  officers.  / 
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Art.  16.  To  see  what  sum  of  money,  if  any,  the 
Town  will  raise  or  appropriate  for  the  care  of  the  Com- 
mon and  Soldiers"  Monument. 

Art.  17.  To  see  what  sum  of  money,  if  any,  the 
Town  will  raise  or  appropriate  for  the  construction  and 
repair  of  sidewalks. 

Art.  18.  To  see  what  sum  of  money,  if  any,  the 
Town  will  appropriate  for  the  suppression  of  illegal  sale 
of  intoxicating  liquors  in  town. 

Art.  19.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take 
to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $40.00  for  the  George 
Washington  Memorial  Building,  Washington,  D.  C. 

Art.  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  change  the  meth- 
od of  paying  the  Collector  of  Taxes  salary  and  act  there- 
on. 

Art.  21.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take 
with  regard  to  the  purchase  of  a Steel  Filing  Cabinet 
for  the  vault,  so  that  bills,  vouchers,  etc.,  may  be  prop- 
erly stored,  and  to  act  thereon. 

Art.-  22.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take 
with  regard  to  installing  a new  heating  plant  or  system 
for  the  Town  Hall,  and  to  act  thereon. 

Art.  23.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take 
in  regard  to  defending  the  law  suits  pending  against  the 
Town,  and  act  thereon. 

Art.  24.  To  see  what  sum  of  money,  if  any,  the 
Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  maintainance  of 
the  Vocational  Agricultural  department  of  the  High 
School. 

Art.  25.  To  see  what  sum  of  money,  if  any,  the 
Town  will  raise  or  appropriate  for  Agricultural  Demon- 
stration work  on  land  owned  by  the  Town  or  owned  by 
any  resident  of  the  Town,  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  Chapt.  707  of  Act  of  1914,  to  be  expended  by 
the  Hampden  County  Improvement  League  for  promo- 
tion of  Boys"  and  Girls’  Club  work  and  the  improvement 
of  agriculture  and  country  life  in  the  Town. 
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Art.  26.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will 
raise  or  appropriate  for  the  use  of  the  Tree  Warden,  the 
same  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  and  planting  of  shade' 
trees  in  cooperation  with  the  Hampden  County  Improve- 
ment League  and  act  thereon. 

And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  warrant  by  post- 
ing an  attested  copy  of  the  same  at  the  Town  Hall,  one 
at  the  Center  Post  Office,  and  by  mailing  a copy  to  the 
Post  Office  at  East  Brimfield,  and  by  mailing  or  other- 
wise sending  a copy  to  Foskett’s  Mills  and  the  depot  at 
West  Brimfield  seven  days  at  least  before  the  time  of 
holding  said  meeting. 

Hereof  fail  not,  and  make  due  return  of  this  warrant, 
with  your  doings  thereon,  to  the  Town  Clerk  of  said 
Brimfield  at  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  aforesaid.
